There has ,been no 
censorship at. all of the Greek news- 
papers.

former Premiers' 
sit in the present Ministry, held to- 
gether solely by their common hatred 
pt Venizelos and their desire to keep 
him out of office. 


Premier Skuoloudis, as Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, -exercises the ostensi- 
ble consorship. Telegrams are brought 
or sent to the rtinistry and submitted

mier. The latter process is a long one.

OVER LONG PERIOD 


Big Increase In Mortality Rate Is Made 


Over Period of Five Years, 


Records Show.

Madison, Wis,, May 29.—Wisconsin's 


cancer death rate for 1913—78.6 per 
100,000 population, was almost identi- 
cal witli the rate for the registration 
area of. 'the : United States that year,

According to Frederick L. Hoffman, 
a noted , life insurance 
statistician, 
Wisconsin's crude death rate for this 
malignant disease for the five-year po- 
rtod, 190B-1912, was 72.8 per 100.000. 
This reflects a much more normal con- 
dltloi; than is shown by Vermont, with 
a rate of 102.2. or of Maine, with 100.7, 
or of Massachusetts, with 93.2. Other 
eastern states, and also California, 
show abnormally high rates of concer 
mortality. The rates for the later set- 
tled commonwealths, like those-ot the 
west, are found to be lower than in the 
older regions of the country, which 
contain a relatively high .proportion of 
persons aged 45 and over, who are 
most susceptible to cancer. 
The standardized death rate for can- 
cer credited to Wisconsin by the same 
authority.was 60.7 for 1913. This rate 
is based on deaths 
confined to age 
igroups, cancer being peculiarly an at- 
tribute of age. This is proven by the 
fact that in the United States' regis- 


tration area in .1913, out of 49,887 
deaths from cancer at all- known ages. 
42,173, or 84.5

ages 45 and. over. Tissues and organ- 
isms which are just commencin to de- 
cline are those which are prone to de- 
velop it. 
Milwaukee's average rate of cancer

he reaches the conclusion, from ex- 
haustive statistical investigation, that 
the relative frequency of cancer is de- 
cidedly greater at the present 
time 
than in former years;that the disease 
/results in an annual loss In the princi- 
pal civilized countries of the world of 
not leSE than 500,000 lives, and in the 
United States (3915) of approximately 
SO,000 lives, and that in this 
country 
the cancer death rate is increasing at 
the tute of about 2.5 'percent per year.

cludes, stands foremost as one of the 
few preventable diseases that are on 
the increase in the countries for which, 
official records provide a trustworthy 
basis of comparison.
